That one, Foster said in a 


statement prepared for the Sen- 
ate defense appropriations sub- 
committee, took one week, cost 
$522 and amounted to 11 pages 
gleaned from existing informa- 
tion. 


It was \ conducted, he said 


"because senior military offi- 
cers have reported many Inci- 
dences of dealing with military 
situations In developing nations 
where witchcraft, sorcery arid 
magic have played a significant 
role." 


"At best some titles donotde- 


scrlbe an effort very well," he 
admitted. "At worst some titles 
are misleading and may suggest 
a silly or nonsensical effort to 
the layman." 


One he submitted as an exam- 


ple: "Surface Waves on Sym- 
metrical Three-Layer Sandwich- • 
es."

Red River 
navigation 
Aid Listed 


WASHINGTON (AP)- A bill 


passed Monday by the House 
includes $471.2 million for bank 
stabilization 
and 
navigation 


work on the Red River and 
more than $84 million for bank 
stabilization 
and locks and 


dams on the Arkansas River. 


The ..appropriations are in- 


cluded in a "bill Which author- 
izes the construction by the Ar- 
my Engineers of water projects 
costing more than $1.5billion. 


The bill, which passed the 


House by a vote of 306 to 85, 
now goes to a House-Senate con- 
ference committee where differ- 
ences in the measure are to be 
resolved. 


Future congressional appro- 


priations must be forthcoming, 
however, before the projects 
authorized by the bill are 
planned and built. 


The bill places a $50 million 


ceiling on the Red River navi- 
gation project, which includes 
work in Louisiana, Arkansas 
and Texas, The ceiling means 
that once the project is started, 
additional authorization would 
be needed in the future. 


The bill also authorizes sev- 


eral other projects in Arkansas 
including: 


—$8.6 million for Dardanelle 


Lock and Dam. 
• — $7 million for De Gray Res- 
ervoir. 


— $15 million for a pumping

SAIGON (AP) — The ground 


war picked up south of Saigon 
Monday and today, with 192 of 
the enemy reported killed. But, a 
senior U.S. officer said large en- 
emy units had moved westward 
from the Saigon area, and the-; 
next big Viet Cong offensive 
against the South Vietnamese 
capital Is not likely before late 
July or early August. 


The American source warned 


that despite the enemy with- 
drawals, the Viet Cong still 
plans to attack Saigon. Da Nang 
and Hue, the two major cities in 
the northern part of the coun- 
try, also were considered likely 
targets for a general Communist 
offensive. 


After a prolonged lull in the 


ground war, infantrymen from 
the U.S. 9th Division—protect- 
ing the southern approaches to 
Saigon tangled with an enemy 
force Mondah 16 miles south- 
southeast of the capital. The 
battle raged until just before 
dawn today, and the American 
Command sent in dlvebombers, 
artillery and helicopter gun- 
ships to pound the enemy. 


U.S. headquarters said 76 Viet 


Cong troops were slain and 12 
weapons captured, including six 
mortars. U.S. losses were seven 
killed and 21 wounded. 


Forty miles farther south,

Vietnamese 


ground, naval and air forces 
caught sizable Viet Cong units 
pressing in on a provincial capi- 
tal in the Mekong Delta and re- 
ported killing 116 of the enemy 
in an all-day battle Monday. 
Seventeen Americans and two 
South Vietnamese were wound- 
ed, spokes men said. 


As many as 1,000 infantrymen 


of the U.S. 9th Division plus 
more than 1,000 
South Viet- 


namese troops boxied the enemy 
in near .Phu Vinh. U.S. -,Air 
Force dive bombers and Army
